A  touch  of  real  Spring  during  the  last  month  has  made  some  of  us 
look  forward  to  Summer  with  pleasant  anticipation — Summer  with  its 
scorching  sun  to  force  us  to  dotf  our  sticky  clothing  and  to  flee  to  the 
woods.  Back  to  nature !  Everything  suggests  that  we  be  olT :  the 
swollen  river  has  now  all  but  settled  down  to  his  leisurely  diurnal  gait ; 
the  brook,  rather  than  attempt  to  continue  the  imitation  of  his  raucous 
senior,  has  begun  here  and  there  to  substitute  his  musical  gurgle ;  violet 
and  hepatica,  now  full-blown,  have  given  way  to  fern,  fungus  and  jack- 
in-the-pulpit.

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IMPRESSIONS  OF  A  GREAT  CITY 

The  train  slows  down  at  last.  From  the  car  window  we  have  a 
confused  impression  of  a  never-ending  succession  of  dirty  streets, 
elevated  tracks  and  factories,  with  a  ghost-like  "L"  train  flashing  by 
every  moment.  "Chicago!"  cries  the  conductor,  passing  through  the 
train,  "Chicago !"  A  few  minutes  and  we  are  in  the  noisy  crowded 
station.  A  red-cap  seizes  the  bags,  making  a  path  through  the  throng ; 
a  few  seconds  and  we  are  in  a  taxi  and  roll  out  into  the  open  air  again, 
into  the  hurry  and  throng  of  Michigan  Boulevard. 

Michigan  Boulevard  is  Chicago.  You  feel  at  once  that  you  are  on 
one  of  the  world's  great  thoroughfares,  and  are  one  of  a  mass  of 
humanity  being  hurled  along  through  space,  and  you  realize  how  small 
you  are  and  how  big  this  world  of  ours  is.  You  are  in  a  great  wide 
thoroughfare,  with  two  lines  of  opposite  traffic,  surmounted  on  one  side 
by  huge  sky-scrapers,  hotels,  ol^ce-buildings  and  man-made  structures, 
but  then  on  the  other  by  Lake  Michigan,  rolling  in  as  calmly  as  it  did 
ages  before  even  a  vestige  of  this  achievement  appeared.  Great  double- 
deck  buses  rumble  along,  endeavouring  to  keep  up  with  their  more  nimble 
brothers.  Endless  taxis — mostly  yellow.  Noise  and  turmoil,  the  trafific- 
cop's  sharp  whistle  mingling  with  the  raucous  horns  of  the  taxis  and 
the  clanging  of  noisy  street-cars,  the  massive  electric  signs  displaying 
their  messages  boldly  from  the  heights  of  tall  buildings. 

The  line  of  ofifice-buildings  stops  abruptly,  and  the  quaint  houses 
and  shacks  of  the  Bohemian  district  appear  magically  as  in  contrast. 
Then  come  the  great  dignified  mansions  of  the  famous  Gold  Coast,  one 
of  the  most  "exclusive"  districts  in  the  world. — then  a  seemingly  endless 
line  of  apartment-buildings,  and  we  draw  up  to  a  great  towering  struc- 
ture, cream-coloured,  which  looks  like  nothing  so  nuich  as  one  of  our 
palatial  movie  palaces.  This  is  the  famous  Edgewater  Beach  Hotel,  the 
pride  of  the  North  Shore.  Once  inside,  the  staff  seem  to  go  out  of  their 
way  to  make  us  as  comfortable  as  possible,  a  characteristic  of  Chicago 
hotels.  Little  things  like  a  basket  of  fruit  and  daily  papers  sent  to  your 
room  each  morning  leave  a  nice  impression  behind  them  of  Chicago  and 
its  people. 

That's  something  about  most  Chicagoans.  no  matter  where  they're 
going  or  in  how  much  of  a  hurry  they  are,  they  will  always  stop  to 
answer  an  enquiry,  and  a  great  many  really  go  out  of  their  way  to  be 
courteous,  always  having  a  ready  smile  for  everyone.     You'll  say,  "What 
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about  those  who  go  around  shooting  people  just,  as  it  seems,  to  hear 
the  noise?"  Well,  if  you  live  in  a  good  section  of  Chicago,  you  needn't 
worry  about  them ;  they  keep  to  themselves  and  mostly  shoot  each  other. 
But  I  doubt  if  there's  a  more  generous  and  loyal-hearted  people  in  the 
world  than  the  rest  of  the  t(jwn.  Untold  millions  are  dug  voluntarily 
from  their  pockets  each  year  to  beautifv  and  enrich  the  citv.  Work- 
men ride  home  in  comfortable  buses  or  fast  "L"  trains,  and  the  rush- 
hour  traffic  is  most  efficiently  handled.  At  territic  cost,  they  are  building 
a  subway  to  accommodate  even  greater  crowds,  and  have  electrified  all 
rail-roads  in  the  city  in  an  elTort  to  combat  the  smoke  problem.  They 
have  made  their  town  into  the  fastest  growing  big  city  in  the  world,  a 
hard  name  to  live  up  to. 

The  citv  itself  is  divided  into  three  distinct  sections,  ni»nh.  south 
and  west.  You  either  live  in  one  or  another  <»f  these  directions  from 
the  "Loop",  as  the  dj>wn-town  district,  compressed  into  a  few  blocks,  is 
known,  because  all  elevated  trains  pour  out  their  human  cargo  here, 
make  a  loo|)  around  and  head  back  to  their  respective  routes.  The  north 
comj^rises  three  districts:  the  ( iold  Coast  and  "society"  district,  the  blue- 
blood  section  of  (own;  the  Wilson  .\vennr  district,  which  has  n(»  parallel 
in  the  world;  and  Rogers  Tark,  a  large  residential  and  apartment  section. 
r^erlia|)s  y(»u  have  heard  of  Wilson  .\ venue.  The  inhabitants  mostly 
make  their  nioniy  otT  the  pi-opK-  of  whom  Barinuu  says  "there's  one  bom 
every  minute".  "Con '-men,  fake  oil  j)romoters,  IxKitlcggcrs.  the  men 
"higher  up"  in  C'hicago's  criminal  class,  the  boys  who  make  their  money 
easily  and  s])en(l  it  tlashily,  comprise  the  greater  part  of  the  population. 

Lean-faced  hollow -cheeked  men  with  ferret-like  eyes  seem  to  bear 
a  vague  resemblance  to  the  rodent  family.  Sallow- faced  women,  over- 
l)aitUed  and  hard-looking,  accompany  them  on  the  street  or  in  low  racy- 
looking  cars.  I  hey  dress  loudly  and  in  bad  taste,  displaying  an  abund- 
anci'  of  gold  teith  and  diamond  stick-pins.  Their  suits  are  tight-fitting 
and  of  the  niost  extreme  cut.  These  are  the  boys  who  believe  in  "Wine. 
women  and  song",  although  they  dont  do  nuich  singing.  Hard,  rough 
drug-store  cow-boys  park  on  each  corner  and  leer  at  the  passing  women, 
who  arc  so  absorbed  in  getting  the  right  pop  to  their  gum  that  they  don't 
even  look  ujv  The  wiunen-folk  having  "passed  them  up",  in  desperation 
the\  are  driven  to  drink,  .ind  stagger  inside  to  take  a  large  swig  of 
clu)col.ite-malte(l  milk.  We  will  now  leave  them  to  their  dissipations 
and  travel  clean  across  ti>wn  to  the  Black  Belt,  the  Harlem  of  Chicago. 
occup\ing  ;i  large  area  of  the  south  side. 

The  dark-skimied  boys  and  gals,  with  their  broatl  grins  and  trashing 
white  teeth,  are  some  oi  the  most  interesting  people  of  all.  Here  you 
can  w.iik   for  blocks  .and  not  meet  aneiiher  white  man,  everything  being 
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run  b\  the  cuons,  whose  quaint  accents  are  so  contagious.  Dance  halls 
are  in  abundance,  where  each  evening  our  chocolate-coloured  sheiks  and 
shebas  "strut  their  stuff"  to  the  wails  and  moans  of  a  negro  "blues" 
orchestra.  "Black  Bottom".  '"Messin'  Around"  and  the  rest  of  the 
syncopated  dances  can  usually  trace  their  origin  to  these  hot,  stuffy  halls 
jammed  with  beaming  dark  faces  bobbing  up  and  down  to  the  perfect 
time  of  the  perspiring  orchestra. 

We  will  leave  this  part  of  town  now,  and  going  only  a  few  blocks 
we  come  to  the  stately  grey-stone  buildings  of  the  University  of  Chicago. 
Bespectacled  youths  hurry  here  and  there  carrying  books  under  their 
arms,  wholly  absorbed  in  their  own  thoughts.  Beautiful  Jackson  Park 
spreads  out  in  front,  where  busy  Chicagoans  may  find  rest  and  relaxation 
from  their  business  cares,  watching  the  waters  play  in  the  marble  foun- 
tains or  feeding  the  pigeons  and  squirrels.  Chicago  has  an  over- 
abundance of  beautiful  parks,  aquariums  and  museums  in  which  the 
citizens  take  an  almost  unbelievable  pride.  It's  a  great  thing  to  see  in 
a  city  as  large  as  that.  Where  the  people  are  educated  in  the  love  of 
natural  beauty,  you  won't  find  crime.  It  is  in  the  slums  and  factorv 
districts  that  crimes  are  committed  :  where  people  live  in  an  environment 
of  dirt,  where  they  have  no  religion  or  fear  of  the  law — that  is  where 
crime  breeds. 

In  the  foreign  quarters  only  few  of  the  children  go  to  school.  The 
schools  are  veritable  tire-traps  wedged  in  between  great  buildings  or 
with  elevated  tracks  passing  the  windows ;  dirty  schools  on  busy  streets 
where  kids  are  educated  early  in  the  battle  of  life.  Gangs  are  formed 
and  these  kids  grow  up  with  no  fear  of  either  God  or  the  law.  These 
are  the  conditions  which  the  decent-living  law-abiding  citizens  have  to 
combat  with,  and  the  germ  has  grown  and  grown  until  even  now  it  has 
reached  a  menacing  size.  Despite  this  pessimistic  observation.  I  person- 
ally think,  however,  that  Chicago  is  one  of  the  world's  finest  cities,  and 
some  day  I  hope  to  see  my  name  with  the  rest  of  the  Davises  in  the 
Chicago  telephone  directors.

Montreal,  as  cvcinIxkIv  knows,  has  lor  sonic  years  bccMi  famous  tor 
its  Winter  Carnival,  in  which  the  many  organized  chibs  participate, 
which  have  been  formed  for  curhng.  skating,  skiing,  snowshoeing  and 
tobogganning.  1  >hall  endeavour  to  describe  the  activities  of  one  of 
these  ehil)s  :  the   Montreal   Ski   Club. 

The  club  pro])ert\'  i>  on  the  \\'estm<)unt  Mountain  on  the  nortli  side. 
We  have  a  line  outlook  from  the  jump,  nothing  less  than  the  Mount 
Royal  Cemeter\  on  Mcunt  l\o\al  propei' I  The  club-house  is  at  the 
bottom  of  the  ski-hill  near  the  road.  The  house  itself  is  in  bungalow 
style  with  a  hue  big  stone  tire-place  and  the  necessary  store.  The  grand 
stand  is  some  hundred  yards  from  the  club-house  in  the  direction  of  the 
jump. 

Members  lia\e  the  u^e  of  the  club  property  at  any  time,  and  may 
attend  without  charge  tin-  dance  which  is  held  every  Wednesday  night; 
on  Saturday  afternoons  the  regular  jumping  competitions  come  otT. 

A  member's  activities  are  numerous,  ski-racing,  ski-juiuping  and 
snow-shoeing  coming  mider  the  season's  programme. 

The  Senior  jump  is  well  up  on  the  side  of  the  mountain.  The  chute 
is  some  sixty  feet  above  the  level  of  the  jump  itself.  The  descent  of 
this  hill  gives  one  a  sensation  like  dropping  in  an  immense  elevator,  and 
it  is  necessarv  that  the  jumper  squat  more  or  less  to  retain  his  balance. 
The  take-olT  or  approach  to  tlie  jump  from  the  base  of  the  chute  is 
gradual,  to  enable  one  to  prepare  himself  for  the  leap  into  space. 

The  landing-hill  below   the  jump  in  one  place  is  nearly  on  an  angle 
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of  sixty  degrees,  so  that  on  landing  there  isn't  much  of  a  jar.  If  one 
were  to  alight  from  a  height  of  perhaps  twenty  feet  or  more  on  the 
level,  and  still  be  travelling  at  the  rate  of  fifty  or  more  miles  an  hour 
the  landing  might  prove  fatal. 

This  is  the  largest  jump  in  North  .\nierica,  and  leaps  have  been  made 
here  up  to  two  hundred  and  twenty  feet,  by  such  jumpers  as  Xells 
Nellsen  and  Len  Lahan  and  others  equally  famous. 

Let  me  try  to  describe  the  sensation  one  gets  from  a  jump.  You  are 
at  the  top  of  the  chute.  There  is  a  man  ahead  of  you.  an  "old-timer.'* 
The  bugle   sounds:   eyes  are   turned   in   his   direction.      He   steps  to  the 


.-^ 
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edge,  leans  forward  and  is  ofT.  A  cheer  is  heard — he  has  made  a  good 
jump.  Meantime  vou  have  a  sort  of  hollow,  sinking  feeling  in  tht 
pit  of  your  stomach,  and  you  think.  "Why  did  I  ever  come  up  here?" 
However,  you  are  in  for  it  now.  There  goes  the  bugle — "Oh  well !  One 
can  only  die  once" — so  you  step  up  to  the  edge,  lean  forward  and  you 
are  off.  You  seem  to  Hy ;  you  squat  to  keep  your  balance  at  all  costs, 
for  a  spill  here  might  be  tragic.  Just  as  you  reach  the  take-off,  you  look 
ahead  for  a  second.  Ye  gods !  What  a  fine  view — the  cemetery  in  the 
distance,  very  appropriate !  But  you  have  little  time  for  such  thoughts. 
A  few  feet  more  and  you  straighten  up.  to  soar  off  into  thin  air.  Then 
falling,  falling,  you  land  and  stand  to  reach  the  bottom.  Luck  has 
favoured  you ;  you  have  made  a  fine  landing,  with  a  jump  of 
seventy  feet  to  your  credit.  \'ery  fair  for  a  beginner.  After  that  you 
determine  to  try  it  again.     The  thrill  was  worth  it. 
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Of  course  this  is  only  one  of  the  skiing  associations  and  advantages 
offered  by  Montreal.  Mount  Royal  abounds  in  skiing  and  snowshoeing 
haunts.  The  Laurentians  outside  of  the  city  also  ofifer  a  great  attraction 
to  native  and  visitor  for  week-end  parties.  St.  Agathe  in  these  mountains 
is  now  a  veritable  St.  Moritz.

HOCKEY 

In  attempting  a  synopsis  of  the  recently  concluded  Hockey  season, 
we  encounter  our  first  obstacle  in  the  form  of  a  particularly  disconcerting 
question.  As  we  attempt  to  answer  the  query :  "'Was  Hockey  a  success 
at  St.  Andrew's  during  the  winter  of  1927?"  a  pronounced  wariness, 
almost  amounting  to  uncertainty,  renders  our  reply  indefinite  to  a  degree. 
We  recoil  in  fear  fr(jm  committing  ourselves. 

In  defense  of  this  somewhat  reprehensible,  although  not  entirely 
unwarranted  attitude,  we  will  state  the  facts  and  leave  the  final  judg- 
ment with  whomsoever  it  mav  interest. 
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To  begin  with,  the  First  Team  contracted  the  S.P.A.  "jinx."  This 
disease,  which  usually  breaks  out  late  in  January,  attacked  our  team  on 
two  separate  occasions,  aided  in  each  onslaught  by  the  pick  of  St. 
Michael's  College.  The  combined  efforts  of  the  two  served  to  break 
the  stranglehold  which  we  had  obtained  on  the  Prep.  School  champion- 
.ship  and  incidentally  the  C.C.M.  Cup,  with  the  consequent  result  that 
the  title  passed  to  St.  Mike's.  On  the  other  hand,  the  performance  of 
our  team  in  advancing  to  the  very  finals  of  the  S.P.A.  series  more  than 
counter-balances  their  lack  of  signal  success  in  O.H.A.  competition. 
Indeed,  it  is  doubtful  if  the  college  tradition  has  ever  been  better  upheld 
than  it  was  in  the  series  against  Marlboros,  and  even  in  defeat  our  team 
brought  great  honour  to  the  school's  good  name. 

The  Second  team,  as  is  the  custom  of  our  second  teams,  completed 
their  season's  schedule  wihtout  once  suffering  loss,  but  the  Thirds,  play- 
ing under  the  alias  of  "the  Midgets,"  were  not  so  fortunate,  and  lost 
the  majority  of  their  three  games.

W  illiam  Grant  Boyd  Falls  was  born  on  August  1st,   1904.     He  came 
to  St.  Andrew's  College  in  September  1920  from  the  London  Collegiate 
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Institute,  and  was  placed  in  JM^rni  IW  In  the  autunui  <>f  1921  he 
entered  the  Bank  of  Montreal  at  London,  (Jntario.  Later  he  joined  the 
staff  of  E.  &  S.  Currie  Co.,  Toronto,  and  advanced  rapidly.  Early  in 
January,  1926,  he  was  sent  t(j  Rej^ina  by  his  firm  to  take  charge  of  the 
Saskatchewan  territory.  Here  he  met  with  considerable  success.  He 
had  planned  to  come  l'2ast  for  a  visit  about  the  middle  of  December, 
but  on  the  6th  of  that  month  he  was  taken  ill  with  cerebral  meningitis, 
following  an  attack  of  influenza,  and  wa>  taken  to  the  hospital  in 
Regina.  On  December  9th  he  succumbed  to  the  attack.  His  parents 
had  been  notified,  but  were  not  able  to  reach  Regina  before  the  fatal 
termination  of  the  illness.
